It is surrounded with 

beautiful mountain scenery at the base of Tisn’t safe to be 


WHAT KILLS MEN IN WAR. 

Bayonet and Saber Compared With 
Firearms and Artillery. 

In the Army and Navy Journal some 
data are given as to the number of 
wounds actually inflicted by the bayo¬ 
net and saber as compared with fire¬ 
arms and artillery. Of all wounds 
treated by medical officers of the 
Union armies in the Civil War about 
iour-tenths of one per cent., or 922 
out of 240,712, were saber or bayonet 
wounds. In the Crimean War the Eng¬ 
lish and French had 2 1-2 per cent, 
of such wounds; in the Schleswig-Hol¬ 
stein War about 3 per cent., while In 
t 0 Franco-Prussian tVar the records 
show that the Germans received less 
than one-third of 1 per cent.

TOWNS WITHOUT NO. 13. 


“IZ'/a" or "14A” Has to Do Duty in 
Born and Paris. 

So superstitious are the inhabitants 
of the Swiss town of Bern that the 
number 13 is strictly prohibited by 
the municipal authorities. It does not 
appear as a number on houses, and a 
builder who recently braved public 
opinion by affixing a 13 to a new house 
bad no offer for it for four months. 
He changed the number, and a week 
afterward a tenant moved in. 

The police or soldiers do not dis¬ 
play the fateful number. Even on of¬ 
ficial documents this combination of 
figures is replaced by 14A or 14B. 

“It is a curious fact that the num¬ 
ber 13 is not found on any of the 
houses of Paris,” said a traveler who 
has rjust returned from that city. 

“On a visit to the French metropo¬ 
lis I put up at a house numbered 12 %, 
and when I observed that the, Rouse 
on the left'was numbered 11 and the 
one on the right 14 it started me out 
investigating. 

At first I thought perhaps it was 
merely a case of the authorities bow¬ 
ing to purely neighborhood supersti¬ 
tion, .but in the investigation that I 
made subsequently—and it was quite 
as full as circumstances would per¬ 
mit—I fou^d that the superstition ap¬ 
peared to extend all over the city, for 
nowhere could I find trace of a num¬ 
ber 13 on a residence. 

“There were 12%s in plenty. There 
may be some number 13s, but I could 
not find them.”—New York Sun. 


A Man Who Incurs the Habit It AU 
ways Below Par. 

Pleasure isn’t the emotion with 
which we dilate on reading the infor¬ 
mation that the owners of cider mills 
down In Old Mystic are making' pre¬ 
liminary preparations for a big busi¬ 
ness this fall. Still cider is good 
enough in Its place. It’s pleasant to 
drink when young and soft, Boiled 
cider Is an excellent thing to tone up 
mince pies, apple sauce and that sort 
of thing. But hard cider, which Is 
consumed by thousands of barrels per 
winter in Connecticut, is a -work of 
evil, an agency of mischief and a device 
In demoralization, A man who incurs 
the hard-cider habit is always below 
par. The person who babituallj swigs 
that brand of beverage is apt to ac- 
cumulate a mean disposition. Upon 
him the stuff exercises an evil influ¬ 
ence. It mars his moral fibre, begets 
ugliness in him and tends to raise the 
mischief with his insides. To use a 
phrase of the curb, it puts him on the 
bum. Adequate scientific attention 
has never been -paid to the .part which 
hard cider has played in producing 
rural degeneracy in detached sections 
of Connecticut. Y.’e should not ven¬ 
ture to set up the contention that hard 
cider is the main cause of any bucolic 
deterioration that may exist, but it’s 
unquestionably an important contrib¬ 
uting cause. Many a manslaughter in 
Connecticut has been directly tracea¬ 
ble to hard cider. Many a country 
crime in this State is attributable to 
hard-cider drunks. A hard-cider jag, 
as a rule, contains much more cussed¬ 
ness than inheres in a whiskey jag. 
Many and malign are the effects of 
excessive hard-cider drinking. Hard 
cider is peculiarly a rural beverage,' 
and on him who becomes its.slave the 
influence of the drink is bedeviling. 
We wish-that- some-Atwater with u 
scientific ambition to get at the'cold¬ 
blooded truth, and nothing but the 
truth, would conduct a thorough and 
rigid investigation into the social and 
physicial effects of bard cider. Any¬ 
body who has eyes to see and ears to 
hear and a nose to smell, can’t fail to 
he convinced that hard cider habitually 
taken into the human stomach in con¬ 
siderable quantities tends to offset 
the work of home missions, but the 
situation in all its aspects has never 
been scientifically studied.—Hartford 
Post

Longhorn Steers Gone. 

There was a time when the “Texas 
steer” breed of cattle covered the 
grazing grounds of the Southwest. 
They were the descendants of the 
long-horned catt’e which the early 
Spanish explorers and adventurers 
brought from their homes across the 
seas. Hundreds of thousands of them 
ranged the unfenced pastures, render¬ 
ing little more than a small tribute of 
hide and tallow to the Mexican or 
beef to the Indian. Finally, the cow¬ 
boy-came into existence, and tl'-'se 
wild denizens of the plains were drag¬ 
ged from their high estate and be¬ 
came the subjects of sordid com¬ 
mence. 

These cattle were rough in appear¬ 
ance and usually brown, dun and black 
in color, there being no deep reds and 
roans. Their horns, however, were 
their really distinguishing features. 
These were certainly immense, often 
from four to five feet aeross from tip 
to tip. They were naturally wild 
brutes. Some of them could never he 
rounded up, but had to he shot in or¬ 
der that the others might he got un¬ 
der control. There were in every herd 
a few fighters which the cowboys 
called "mossheads.”' They would fight 
viciously among themselves or with 
the other cattle and would frequently 
gore the horses of the cowboys to 
death. 

The longhorns have now practically 
all disappeared. Their place has been 
taken by graded and thoroughbred cat¬ 
tle of a much larger size and value.— 
Kansas City Journal.
